Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 36-60 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In line 4 of claim 24, "are" should be -is-. Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention.

7. Claims 1, 7, 8, 10, 11 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Vellidus et al. 

8. Claims 1,4, 6-11 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Hale et al. 

9. Claims 2, 3, 5, 12-22, 24 and 29-35 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. Claim 23 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
